I almost  Ixnxsed Lately  recognized  it  for  'vhat  It  later  proved  be,  though  tta 
physical  appearance  *»as  certainly  very  dilferento  It  wa*  Indeed  a jet  plane, 
the  silver  body  brilliantly  Uluiziinated*  There  'vxn  no  trace  of  '•sings o 

The  double  line  was  a reflection  effect  betw  een  the  double  winders 
I was  actually  seeing  two  reflections,  themselves  very  bright,  separated 
by  a region  in  between  that  seemed  dark  by  comp-trl*on.,  It  did  give  the  effect 
of  a slngl.e  Saturn* shaped  ship  following  aloago  'Vbi.V  I A^.3  trying  to  ccr,i‘rm 
thlS' by  detection  of  the  plane  Itself,  to  my  amazement  a second  ^Ircuiar  appn* 
rition. came  flying  by  at  an  enormous  speed  in  the  eppoaite  directicno  II 
of  course,  a jet  and  the  relative  speeds  cf  tie  pla>ne  rrsla  in  three 

.seconds*  Another  jet,  of  courjeo  The  sauce  rr  shaped  Hi  us  ion  continued  for 
at  least  ten  minutes*  And  then,  with  gradual  ch-angiitg  Uluminatlcn  or  something 
the  brightness  of  the  reflection  whtxh  must  have  been  concentrated  rather 
sharply  toward  our  plane,  dlxniniihed  and  I could  then  see  the  form  cf  the  plane 
itself*  You  will  recall  that  these  windows  arc  truly  double  a ronsldcr  ible 

air  spacing  ber^veen  them*  This  gives  rise  to  the  multiple  effect*  I could  not 
help  but  think  cf  the  Chesapeake  Bay  Case  in  this  ccnnccticn  and  igaln  keep 
wondering  If  you  could  not  build  up  a reflection  from  outside  in  some  such 
fashion  by  repeated  redecticn  between  the  double  windows,  1 do  not  know, 
however,  whether  there  are  actual  double  windows  In  the  DC4  and  if  the  spacing 
of  them  would  give  rise  ta  such  rcfleciicns* 
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
